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Elba Chamber of Commerce building lost to Monday night fire

Fire destroyed the Elba 
Chamber of Commerce 
building, a City of Elba- 
owned property, late 
Monday night, July 12. The 
fire was reported at 11:36 
p.m. Monday night at the 
historic structure. 

“The Chamber is appre- 
ciative of the efforts by the 
Elba Fire Department, and 
Elba Police Department, as 
well as the other responding 
fire units from Enterprise, 
Opp, and New Brockton,” 


said Sandy Bynum 
Williams, Elba Chamber/ 
Main Street director. 


“Unfortunately, the historic 


structure was destroyed.” 

Williams further thanked 
the staff of Enterprise 
Rescue for being on scene 
as well as the firefighters 
worked diligently to contain 
the blaze. 

The City of Elba acquired 
the Chamber building from 
Juliette Carolyn Stinson 
Brown of Feb. 20, 2002, 
and the house was moved 
a few yards east on Putnam 
Street to be used by the Elba 
Chamber of Commerce as 
its office. ¢ 

This historic house origi- 
nally was purchased by 
Pauline Stinson from F.M. 
Rushing on March 29, 
1903. The Stinson family 


owned the home for 102 
years. It was located on 
Claxton Avenue, one block 
south of the Coffee County 
Courthouse prior to being 
moved to its current loca- 
tion in 2002. 

Williams ‘said the home, 
which was recently named 
as an Alabama Historic 
Landmark, was built in the 
late 1800's. It survived the 
1929, 1990 and 1998 Elba 
floods. 

The home had to be moved 
after being purchased by the 
city to the current location 
due to being in the path of 
the new levee being built 
around the city. 

“While we are devasted 
by the loss, we know we are 
a growing and thriving com- 
munity that meets adversity 
head on,” Williams said. 
“Elba is open for business, 
and the Elba Chamber of 
Commerce and Main Street 
Elba will continue to active- 
ly support the needs of our 
city.” 

Firefighters remained on 
the scene until the early 
morning hours Tuesday, 
July 13. The cause of the 
fire had not been deter- 
mined as of press time 
this week; however, it did 
appear the fire began in the 


-back.of the building [in the 


kitchen area].

Monday night, Mayor 
Tom Maddox said thatexten- 
sion request had arrived ear- 
lier in the day Monday for 
the council to consider. He 
said the contractor request- 
ed an additional 210 days 
to complete the sewer proj- 
ect work in Elba; however, 
the mayor added that the 
contractor felt the project 
would be completed well 
before the 210 days, which 
would extend the project to 
February 2022.

SMALL PLANE CRASHES NEAR AIRPORT IN 
ELBA...At approximately 8:15 p.m. Saturday night, July 


_ 10, emergency personnel in Elba were dispatched to a 


reported plane crash in the area of the Carl Folsom Airport 
in Elba. Elba’s 911 Dispatch was told it was a small plane 
with two pilots on board. After Elba firefighters and police 
arrived on scene, more information from the 911 caller, the 
instructor pilot, it was determined the aircraft had crashed 
in a heavily wooded area near the airport (shown above). 
An Elba fire crew, along with an Enterprise Rescue crew, 
were deployed to the crash site via Elba Fire ATV 1. Dale 
County Air 1 and a Flatiron helicopter from Ft. Rucker 
also arrived on scene overhead to help direct on-ground 
responders to the site of the crash. When Elba Fire ATV1 
made it to the crash site, the two occupants were removed 
from the plane and returned to the airport where ambulanc- 
es were located. It was determined that both occupants of 
the plane had escaped this crash relatively uninjured. The 
FAA and NTSB were contacted, and the crash scene was 
turned over to those agencies for investigation. The names 
of the two occupants have not been released by emer- 
gency personnel that were on scene. Local agencies that 
responded to this incident were: Elba Fire, New Brockton 
Fire, Elba Police, Coffee County Sheriff’s Dept., ALEA 
Troopers, Enterprise Rescue, Dale County Sheriff’s Dept., 
Flatiron, Coffee County E911, and Coffee County EMA.

PASTOR’S CORNER |

So [Rahab] lowered the spies on a rope through the window. Her 
house was on the outer side of the city wall, and she lived inside 
the wall. Then she said to them, “Go toward the highlands so that 
those chasing you don't run into you. Hide there for three days 
until those chasing you return. Then you may go on your way.” 

The men said to her, “We won't be responsible for this pledge 
you made us swear unless, when we come into the land, you tie 
this red woven cord in the window through which you lowered us. 
Gather your father, your mother, your brothers, and your whole 
family into the house with you. Those who go outside the doors of 
your house into the street will have only themselves to blame for 
their own deaths. We won't be responsible. If anyone lays a hand 
on those who are with you in the house, we will take the blame for 
their death. But if you reveal our mission, we won't be responsible 
for this pledge you made us swear.” 

She said, “These things will happen just like you said.” She sent 
them away and they went off. Then she tied the red cord in the 
window. 

Every morning, | try to take part in the traditional Morning 
Prayer of which are various versions and even some apps for 
smart devices, Each day has a regular rhythm to it with the 
scripture readings changing daily, and sometimes a hero of 
the faith or a saint, depending upon your tradition, is lifted up. 

Last night as I looked ahead to the week and who the saints 
would be, I was stunned to see that in the Episcopal Church 
they recommend for this Friday to lift up the “Righteous 
Gentiles”. Perhaps you know who these individuals are, but 
this was an alien term for me. After some internet searches, 
I found that these are non-Jewish individuals that the nation 
of Israel lifts up who aided the Jewish people during the 
Holocaust. 

After the end of World War II, these individuals were offered 
to become a part of Israel and receive all the benefits of being 
a full citizen. Many of these “Righteous Gentiles” were for- 
eign diplomats who were stationed in European countries or 
small communities throughout Europe that when the Nazis 
began first harassing, then imprisoning, and finally exter- 
minating the Jewish population provided safe haven or even 
escape. Many of these “Righteous Gentiles” forged travel 
documents, opened their homes, and risked their lives to save 
both friends and total strangers. 

The reading for Friday comes from the Book of Joshua, and 
is about Rahab, a Gentile prostitute who sheltered Israelite 


spies in her home and aided the nation of Israel as the entered - 


the Promised Land. She is seen as a “Righteous Gentile”, 
alongside Raoul Wallenberg (a Swedish humanitarian who 
issued Jewish people Swedish passports and hid them), Hiram 
Bingham IV (an American diplomat who hid Jewish people in 
his home), Carl Lutz (a Swiss diplomat who negotiated with 
the Nazis to safely transport Jewish people from Hungary to 
the Middle East), Chiune Sugihara (a Japanese official who 
forged travel papers for thousands to escape), and André and 
Magda Trocmé (French, Protestant ministers who rallied their 
whole communities to shelter tens of thousands of Jewish 
people). These were individuals who simply could have not 
gotten involved, but their faith and their humanity called them 
into action. 

This week, I will be reflecting upon who the Lord is calling 
upon me to join them in their struggle. I will strive to broaden 
my concern to not be just myself, my family, my friend, 
my community, but for those for whom it would be easy to 
pretend I do not notice their hardship. | invite you to join me 
in this endeavor, and consider praying this prayer this Friday: 

God of the Covenant and Lord of the Exodus, by the hand 
of Moses you delivered your chosen people from cruel 
enslavement: We give you thanks for Raoul Wallenberg 
and all those Righteous Gentiles who with compassion, 
courage and resourcefulness rescued thousands of your 
children from certain death. Grant that, in the power of 
your Spirit, we may protect the innocent of every race and 
creed in the Name of Jesus Christ, strong Deliverer of us 
all; who with you and the Holy Spirit lives and reigns, one 
God, now and for ever. Amen.

For what it is worth.... 


*** The Elba Tigers got back to work last week after 
a couple of days off and it is easy to see the players and 
coaches are all determined to get back to the playoffs this 
season. The players hit the weight room every day before 
going outside, and then ignore the heat and humidity and 
work hard on the field to improve in all areas. This looks 
like a very dedicated group of players and coaches, and 
I am already looking forward to the intra-squad game at 
Miller Memorial Stadium to see the Tigers dressed out 
and in action. 

*** Teams all across the area are hard at work in 
preparation for the upcoming season and if the hard work 
pays off it should be quite a season ahead. New Brockton 
has hosted a number of seven-on-seven competitions 
and is determined to bounce back from last season’s 
one win disaster, while up at Zion Chapel the Rebel are 
also competing against bigger schools in their attempt to 
bounce back from a one win season. Down at Kinston, 
the Bulldogs are putting in some long hours on the field 
and in the weight room and feel like a winning season is 
within their grasps, while over at Brantley the Bulldogs are 
working hard to overcome the bad taste left in their mouths 
after losing the semifinals, 

*** The folks down in Mobile announced back in the 
spring plans to build on-campus football stadiums at a 
number of high schools, but for this season the place to 
be for high school football fans will once again be Ladd- 
Peebles Stadium. The downtown stadium used for the 
Senior Bowl will host a total of 21 high school games, 
including seven Thursday night games and three games on 
Saturday afternoon. The new weekend season will kick off 
on Saturday, Aug.21, when ‘The Battle of Prichard’ will 
pit Blount against Vigor, while the schedule will be packed 
for the rest of the season, Ladd-Peebles is the home field 
for Vigor, LeFlore, Murphy and Williamson, which means 
there aren’t enough days in the week for all the Mobile 
teams to play at the stadium. Davidson will play its home 
games at Baker High School, B.C. Rain will play its home 
games at Trimmier Park and the St. Paul’s-Vigor game 
will be played on a Thursday night at Theodore. If you are 
a high school football fan, Mobile will be the place to be. 

*** Auburn’s new football coach Bryan Harsin is 
being dubbed the “Bandit from Boise’ as he continues to 
add transfers from other colleges. The fact he is adding 
players at a record pace has opened eyes, but the fact he 
has already added transfers from three SEC schools is 
unheard of! So far the Tigers have added one player from 
Vanderbilt, LSU and Georgia, and while it is legal, it is just 
something that hasn’t happened before in the conference. 
It looks like the new Auburn coach is determined to win, 
no matter whose players he has to use. 

*** Tt looks like LSU gymnast Olivia Dunne could 
soon become a millionaire thanks to the NCAA’s new 
rules regarding an athlete’s use of their name, image and 
likeness (NIL). The sophomore from New Jersey has 1.1 
million followers on Instagram and 3.9 million followers 
on TikTok, and could use those 5 million followers 
to make some big money. Athletes are allowed to get 
endorsements for social media activity, and can earn $20 
per follower on Instagram, $3-4 per follower on TikTok, 
$10 per one thousand followers on Twitter and $4-7 per 
follower on YouTube. Other ways the athletes can now 
make money are through autograph sessions, photos with 
fans and their presence on video games, Amateur athletics 
at the college level is about to end. 

*** 4 friend of mine asked me last week if Elba Tiger 
football would still be aired live on the radio and internet 
since WVVL has closed its station in Enterprise. The 
answer is a resounding “YES.”

** Kinston — The Tigers 
met their county rivals 
a total of five times and 
rolled to a 5-0 record. The 
first win came back in 1929 
by a score of 27-0, while 
the last win was in 2019 by 
a score of 40-14. 

** Marion Military — 


Tigers have taken the 
field against their closest 
neighbors a total of 14 times 
and own a 13-1 record. The 
lone defeat took place in 
2008 when Elba lost 17-7, 
while the Tigers have 
won the last nine games, 
including a 32-21 win in 
the last meeting in 2017. 

** Newton — The Tigers 
played the small Wiregrass 
school twice back the early 
days of football, battling 
to a 0- tie in 1926 and 
claiming a 7-0 win in 1935. 

** Troy State —- The

whether [or not] 210 addi- 
tional days would be too 
much time thus encourag- 
ing the contractor to move 
more slowly to complete 
the project. Both the 
mayor and city clerk said 
they felt, based on their 
communications with the 
contractor, that the proj- 
ect would be completed 
sooner rather than later. 


The mayor added that the 


contractor still believes 
the project can be com- 
pleted closer to the end of 
October rather than taking 
the 210 days as request- 
ed but had requested the 
maximum amount of 
extension time simply to 
prevent having to return 
for another extension 
should some unforeseen 
or unplanned issue slow 
the project down. 

Council member A.R. 
Williams suggested dur- 
ing the discussion to con- 
sider only extended 105 
days rather than 210, and 
council member Gappa 


Wise noted he was more 


inclined to go with 105 
days only too. However, 


a motion was made to 


go ahead and approve 
a contract extension to 
Blankenship Contracting 
for an additional 210 
days. This motion passed 
with a 4-1 vote [voting 
in favor were council 


members Williams, Jane 
Brunson, and Johnathan 
Lockett, along with Mayor 
Maddox; voting against 
was council member 
Wise; and council member 
Bryan Grimes was not at 
Monday evening’s meet- 
ing]. 

After the meeting, Wise 
said he wanted to be clear 
that he was in favor of an 
extension, but he just felt 
210 days was too long. He 
said he would have voted 
in favor of 105 days, as 
suggested, rather than the 
210 days. 

After the vote, Mayor 
Maddox said USDA would 
also have to approve the 
contract extension since 
grant monies are involved 
with this project, but he 
said the engineer sees no 
issues with that going 
through with USDA.
